WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(AP)—In a hot senate debate 
two senators tonight delayed action on Dean Acheson’s nomi- 
nation to be undersecretary of state on the ground that he 
had “insulted” Gen. MacArthur. , 

Senators Wherry, Republican, Nebraska, and Chandler, 
Democrat, Kentucky, acted as the result of disagreement 


between MacArthur and the State 
Department over occupation pol- 
icies in Japan. 

Recently MacArthur forecast 
that the occupation forces could 
be cut down to 200,000 men in 
61x months. Acheson shot back 
with a statement that occupation 
policy was being made in Wash- 
ington, not in the field. 


Wherry told the senate that 
Acheson, at present acting secre- 
tary of state, had “blighted the 
mame’ of MacArthur. Chandler 
Said the general had been “in- 
sulted.” 

In a followup to Acheson’s state- 
ment, it was learned today that 
MacArthur is being ordered to 
purge Japan of its ultra-nationalist 
jJeaders, in both public and private 
positions of power. 

BARKLEY INTERPOSES 

During the senate debate, Demo- 
cratic Leader Barkley, Kentucky, 
leaped to the defense of Acheson. 
He said it was “ridiculous” to say 
that the acting secretary had 
“blackened the name of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur. 

But Wherry insisted that action 
on the nomination go over until

SOON WE CAN TELL 
THE RIGHT TIME 


Atlanta and all of Georgia 
will go on Eastern Standard 
time Sept. 30, if President 
Truman approves a bill which 
will restore the entire ‘nation 
to standard time. The senate 
completed congressional ac- 
tion on the measure yesterday. 

Géorgia’s time now is rather 
mixed up, the entire state 
having gone on Eastern Stand- 


ard time shortly before Pearl 
Harbor. Following declara- 
tion of war, President Roose- 
velt issued a proclamation put- 
ting the entire nation on War 
Time. This proclamation put 
many sections of the state, in- 
cluding Atlanta, two hours 
ahead of the time they had 
formerly been operating 
under. 

Protests caused. the legis- 
lature in 1942 to pass an act 
placing Georgia on Central 
War Time for the duration of 
the war. 

However many cities in the 
eastern section of the state, 
and the railroads, bus lines 
and airplane lines, continued 
to operate on eastern war time.

Navy Radio Fuse Took 


Havoc to Foes Planes 


WASHINGTON, Sept. are of America’s greatest 


secret weapons of the war—a radio fuse which explodes projectiies 
close enough to their targets to assure a strike—was unveiled b¥ the 
Navy for the first time today. : 

Undersecretary of the Navy Struve Hensel described the amazing 
Scientific discovery as a pint-milk-bottle-sized sending and receiving 
set_which is carried on the nose of a projectile, 

For two and a half years of the war it, was in frequent use in 
shelling operations, combatting the Nazi buzz-bomb and in breaking 
Japanese air power. without ever being discovered by the enemy. 

The well-kept secret of the radio fuse was unknown to most of 
the 80,000 workers who made its parts and they will hear of it for 
the first time today when they read their newspapers or hear radio 
broadcasts concerning its use. 

The device is known as the “VT-fuse.” 

It was developed during a research program which started in the 
summer of 1940 under direction of Dr. Merle A. Tuve, of Chevy 
Chase, Md., member of the National Defense Research Committee. 

Hensel explained the fuse, saying that “the heart of this miniature 
radio station is a vacuum tube which sends out electro-magnetic 
waves on impulses at the speed of light—186,000 miles per second. 

The impulses are reflected back to the tube by any target that 
gives a radio reflection, such as metal objects, water or earth. 

“If a VT-fused projectile in flight passes within 70 feet of an 
airplane, reflected impulses act .on the fused circuit to trigger a 
ewitch. The switch causes an electrical detonator to set off the main 
explosive charge in the projectile.” 

Projectiles so fused explode automatically when they reach a point 
where their fragments can shower the target, thus insuring a hit. 

First use of the fuses was made in artillery shells in cember, 
1944. during the Battle of the Bulge. Such shells thus exploded 20 
to 30 feet in the air above their targets, spraying their fragments 
cownward, and making foxholes useless as a means of protection. 

Production of the radio fuses rose from 400 a day in September, 
1942. to 400,000 per day at the end of the war as their use increased. 

By the fourth week that the fuses were in use, Hensel disclosed, 
79 per cent of all targets of antiaircraft fire were destroyed. 

Assembly of the fuses was in the hands of the Crosley Corporation, 
Syivania Electric Products, Inc.; Radio Corporation of America, 
Eastman Kodak Company and McQuay-Norris Manufacturing Com- 
pany, while 87 other firms were involved in various phases of pro- 


duction.

The council’s decision also re- 
laxed the rules enough to permit 
American, British and French ‘sol- 
diers to visit German homes. Pre- 
viously, troops were permitted 
only to walk and talk with Ger- 
mans in public places, However, 
considerable visiting was done 
sub-rdsa. 

Gen, Eisenhower was expected 
to continue-the ban on billeting 
American troops in German homes. 

Otherwise, all restraints are off 
and American troops now may 
fraternize privately without fear 
of arrest. 

COULDN’T ENFORCE BAN 

Today’s decision was the second 
relaxation of fraternization bans 
in the American, British and 
French zones. During the conquest 
of Germany and immediately aft- 
er its fall, soldiers were not per- 
mitted to speak with German ci- 
vilians except on official busi- 
ness, 

The Army found this virtually 
impossible to enforce, especially as 
it concerned women. The ban was 
relaxed to permit troops to’ be 
with German civilians in public 
places. Even this was not suffici- 
ent, so today’s decirion “legalizes” 
what alyeady was taking place. 
with little interference. a, 

One of the principle reasons 
for the eagerness of German wom- 
en to fraternize with occupation 
troops has been the shortage of 
German men.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—(/) 
Chairman George W. Taylor, of 
the War Labor Board, turned in 
his resignation today and Labor 
Secretary Schwellenbach acted 
swiftly to head off further depar- 
tures by granting the’ WLB com- 
plete autonomy.

Later the White House announc- 
ed Taylor’s resignation formally,

He is an eco- 
nomics professor at the University 
of Pennsylvania. Taylor said he

Reuther said a letter received 
yesterday from H. B. Coen, Gen- 
eral Motors labor relations direc- 
tor, offering to arrange meetings 
with the union, was “the first in- 
dication of management’s willing- 
ness to discuss the 30 per cent 
demand.” 

Reuther added, however, that he 
had informed Coen the union 
wanted a written counterproposal 
to its demand before arranging a 
meeting. 

“We met with you on three oc- 
casions,” he wired Coen, “and each 
time were informed the corpora- 
tion was not yet prepared to dis 
cuss the issue or make a counter- 
proposal.”

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The Record, and Voice, of a Hoodlum 


On Tuesday Atlanta police arrested 
Walter Cutcliffe, notorious underworld 
hoodlum with a long police record in- 
cluding guilty pleas of racketeering gen- 
erally, bootlegging and so on. 


Police charged he had threatened them : 


when they halted a woman, accused of 
running an auto through a traffic light. 
Cutcliffe appeared and interferred. 


All honor to the police who arrested 
him. 

There isn’t much reason wny police 
should go to the trouble to worry this 


underworld character. The courts have 
been very, very kind to him. 


Let’s take a look at his record, remem- 
bering that all suspended sentences are 
supposed to be suspended only so long as 
the convicted person is on good behavior. 


This is the county police record only. 
There are city police records. The check 
is hasty. It reveals that in July 1926 this 
hoodlum first made his appearance in an 
assault and battery case. He was convicted 
and got an eight months’ sentence which 
was promptly suspended. Later this was 
pardoned but again Cutcliffe was in trou- 
ble and the pardon revoked. 


By 1932 he really began to hit his stride. 
On March 2 he was indicted for pointing 
@ pistol at another. It dragged on and was 
nol] prossed. So was a charge of carrying 
a pistol. 


A day after this arrest he was arrested 
on a lottery charge involving some eight 
counts. He got 12-month sentences on 
each but all were suspended. Unless there 


has been too much elapsed time the so- 
licitor might check into these terms and 
see if they cannot be made effective. 


If not, there are plenty more. 


A charge of assault with intent to com- 
mit murder also dragged on and was nol 
prossed. A few other lottery charges are 
in this same period. 


By September, 1933, he was again up on 
lottery charges and received the usual 12 
months and suspended sentence. 


Numerous lottery charges appear with 
small fines and suspended sentences. 


In 1934 and 1935 the same routine— 
guilty and suspended sentences appear. 


And so it goes. In 1941 he had a sus- 
pended sentence. It certainly does not 
come within the statute of limitations. 


In his record is an indictment for “op- 
probrious words.” It was nol prossed. 


The city of Atlanta also has his record. 
We hereby call this arrogant, insolent 


racketeer to the attention of the public. 
Why does he have “influence?” 


We ask that public opinion support the 
solicitor responsible in putting this under- 
world king into jail where he belongs. 


He has no right to go about threatening 
honest officers in the discharge of their 
duty.

In going through some old papers, originally 

put away for a scrapbook, but now consigned to 

‘ | the waste basket, I came across a translation 
made for me in Vienna in April, 1938. 

I had heard Hitler speak on the night of April 9. His introduc- 
tion had been brief, but it had thrown the Austrian crowd into 
ecstasies. Hitler had referred to it, speaking that night in the great 
old barn of a train shed. I had it translated. The man said: 

“Germany has stunned the world by its rise. Its prosperity is 
founded firm as a rock and the prophesies of the theorists, who 
still believe- that the world lives on gold instead of labor, have 
been .proved deceiving. All this we owe-to our ‘Fuehrer.’ The 
Fuehrer has become the creator of a new and truly social as well 
as socialistic currency theory, stating the maxim that the basis 
of Germany’s currency is neither gold nor foreign exchange but 
solely and only the working capacity of the nation. With this he 
did away with the dogmas of a century. According to the words of 
the Fuehrer, gold has to be regarded as a secondary factor in eco- 
nomics because production as well as consumption, organized ac- 
cording to a plan, are confronted. Gold, as a matter of fact, being 
nothing else than means of transportation between goods and labor. 
Therefore there is no more opportunity for gold to be the cause of 
grave crisis in our national economy willing for work. 

“All of you will live to see the rise of the Third Reich renewed 
here at a breath-taking speed so that the present organization will 
hardly be able to cope with the coming boom. 

“In our Austria sleeps tremendous unused wealth, not only the 
wealth of the soil but the wealth lying in the readiness for work 
of the 600,000 unemployed.” 

Now, it sounded pretty sound to me. But I took it around to 
a very good economist and he said: “Strip it of its obvious bombast 
and there isn’t much in it with which to quarrel.”

with a problem of unemployment. I don’t get too excited about 
the current labor troubles at Detroit. They are very mild, if 
measured against 1919 and 1920. 

I happen to be one of the optimists who thinks that the stored- 
up demand—and psychological desire—on the part of the people 
for consumer goods is so great we can’t halt production. 

But no thoughtful person can get away from the fact that in 
1939 we had about 4,000,000 willing workers who were unem- 
ployed. The total was around 9,000,000, but we always have in 
this country about five millions who, because of handicaps, mental 
slowness, a congenital inability to co-ordinate in even simple routine 
tasks, will never be really employed. 

Adolf Hitler knew that his people liked to work and they liked 
security. He played on that. 

Austria had one of the worst depressed peoples in Europe. It 
had a famous medical center, and no medical care for the people. 
It had opera and ballet, a luxury class and great poverty, with 
thousands long out of work. 

So, there was no mystery as to why two-thirds of the myriad 
banners in every street and on every building in every town and 
hamlet read: 

“Brot Und Arbeit.” 

Bread and work—bread and work—bread and work ... .it 
screamed from the banners; it assailed the ears from the radio; it 
shouted from pamphlets dropped by plane.

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accept a job paying 25 per cent larger salary than he would receive 
for the same work in the south, it is but a natural and to be expect- 
ed result. 

The moral is obvious. If you want the best workers to remain in 
the south—to do good, loyal work in your factory or office or lab- 
oratory or store, you must pay salaries that don’t make them en- 
vious of better-paid coworkers somewhere else. 

Another thing, while on the subject of 


Cash VS. Promises pay rates; don’t try to camouflage a too- 


low wage under wordy promises of possible benefits, opportunities, 
advantages, etc., etc., for in the future. What the job seeker 
wants is an honest pay envelope for an honest day’s work now—not 
a nebulous hint that he may be able to win a bonus or buy a few 
shares of stock in the concern 10 years from now. 

Similarly, if the job you are offering is that of a salesman, be 
honest when outlining the earning possibilities. Don’t mislead some 
desirable youth with yarns about the rare sales plum that netted 
Joe Doaks $3,000 in commission on one deal. Tell him, rather, that 
Joe Doaks averaged, for the five years he worked for your company 
as a salesman, just a shade over $3,000 a year. 

Don’t show him only the record of your star salesman, the guy 
pulling down $10,000 a year. Show him that, to be sure, but show 
him also the record of that lame duck, the bottom of your sales 
force list, who is struggling along, working hard for $2,000, or less, 
per year And tell him, too, the actual statistics on the numbers 
who have tried to sell your line, the numbers who have made a 
living at it for five years—and how much they’ve made—and the 
total of those who have tried and couldn’t make a go of it. 

7 Another thing: Be considerate, always, of the 
Be Considerate #72); seeking the job. Treat him with ut- 
most courtesy. Don’t keep him waiting outside your office for an 
interview for hours when, if he had been that pal of yours coming 
in just for a gabfest or to make a golf date, you’d have seen him 
inside five minutes. 

Don't be inconsiderate even if you decide he isn’t the man for 
your job. You never know when such a lack of decent consideration 
will kick back. 

If you give him an encouraging interview and then ask him to 
stay within reach of the telephone for a couple of days, that you’ll 
phone him either “yes” or “no,” do so. Don’t neglect that phone 
call, even though you have to tell him you're giving the job to 
someone else. He may be losing other chances for employment 
while he waits for the call you had promised. In any event, un- 
necessary uncertainty is bad for his morale. 

In brief; be honest, be considerate, be generous. All three will 
pay you, and your business, dividends in good-will, public respect 
and loyalty of good, contented employes.

Approached by a third party, the wealthy head of a large chain- 
store organization indicated a willingness to help the President’s 
son.

Mr. Roosevelt, according to the accepted. version, told him that 
he, of course, had no objection to the loan being made, assuming 
that the man had looked into the matter and found it to be a fair 
risk. 

Bear in mind that the President had never met the chain- 
store man before. He had no previous acquaintance with him at all. 

Isn't it reasonable to suppose that if the President were trying 
to shake down someone for the benefit of his son he would have 
called in one of a dozen or more men of great wealth who were 
under personal obligation to him? 

The amount involved was chicken feed to someone like Jesse 
Jones, for example. © Jones, then secretary of commerce, was re- 
putedly worth $50,000,000. 


M But what of the chain-store man’s action in 
Hartford Motive desiring to clear the matter through the 
White House? Judging from later events, he must have been 
anticipating trouble with the Department of Justice, as his com- 
pany later was brought to trial for certain violations of the anti- 
trust laws. 

Only one conclusion is justified. In making the loan he wanted 
to see that proper credit was given to him at the White House. 
As to the risk he was assuming, it must have been obvious to him 
at the time, also, that in letting out the $200,000 he stood to lose 
only a small part, since it would be possible for him to charge 
it off on his income tax if the loan defaulted. This he subsequent- 
ly did. 

There is no doubt that Elliott did trade on his father’s name 
and position. Many men of means, seeking political or other favors, 
would have been anxious to give him a lift. Not all of them cared 
whether the loan was sound or not. They were shooting for bigger 
game. 

But how the muckrakers can impute anything venal in all of this 
to Elliott’s father can be answered only in one way. They developed 
such a hatred of Mr. Roosevelt while he was living that even in 
death they were still out to smear him.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.— 
(INS)—A blind infant and a 
partially-blind man were given 
a chance to see today because 
of the unbounded generosity 
of a Connecticut women who 
made a unique deathbed will 
bequeathing both of her eyes 
to medical science. 

The woman, Miss Eve To-

The en- 
tire time I was in the prison 
camps I suffered thinking I was a 
disgrace in the eyes of my men 
who had suffered so much. 

Something strange happens to 
men in prison. They. never lose 
faith, but they become worn men-. 
tally and physically. 

It was this mental and physical 
weariness that I mean when I say 
I snapped back to reality when 
that corporal saluted me. He 
snapped to attention when I 
passed him, snapped me back to 
a life which stopped for me when 
I was forced to surrender my 70,- 
000 starving men at Bataan. Last 
Aug. 19 I began to live again be- 
| cause the light of life came back 
‘to me. From Bataan to the day of 
my liberation I simply existed. 
Now I live, live I hope, to do my 
share in making the people of the 
world realize that we cannot let 
the Japanese ever get even a mere 
footing again. 

When the American major and 
corporal landed by parachute at 
our camp at Mukden, I do not 
think that even then Wainwright 
and I—you see we were still room- 
mates and shared thoughts, 
dreams and prayers—even fully

A bill authorizing expenditure of 
$2,738,000 for improvement of the 
Savannah harbor was unanimous- 


ly passed by the U. S. house of 
representatives yesterday. 

The new measure is similar to 
one recently ‘“‘vetoed by President 
Truman. 

Fep. Hugh Peterson, Democrat, 
Georgia, who sponsored the bill, 
said he thought the new bill elimi- 
nated details to which the Presi- 
dent had objected. 

No appropriations would be 
made under the new legislation, 
Peterson said, until six months 
after official end of hostilities un- 
less the project is certified by the 
War Department as necessary to 
the national defense.

When I was led from my filthy cell in the Tokyo prison that 
morning of June 16, 1942, I stood blinking in the sun for a minute 


or two. 

Then I saw seven of my buddies 
who were with me on the Doolit- 
tle flight and a surge of joy went 
through me. 

You haven’t any idea how good 
it felt to see those fellows, and 
I know they felt the same way. 
We couldn’t talk, of course, but 
we grinned at each other and gave 
the thumbs-up sign. 

We were trussed up securely— 
our arms handcuffed and tied be- 
hind our backs and a long rope 
tied around our waists—and we 
were loaded into automobiles and 
taken to a railroad station, 

It was a fast ride. I got to see 
a little of Tokyo, however. I had 
hoped to see the area we'd bomb- 
ed. but we missed that. There 
didn’t seem to be much 'activity in 
Tokyo and there were relatively 
few people on the streets, most of 
them women-and old men, They 
paid no attention to us. 

LOADED ON TRAIN 

At the station we were loaded 
on a train and there, for the first 
time, we could talk. 

The other seven men were Lt. 
Dean Hallmark, Dallas, Texas; Lt. 
Robert J. Meder, Lakewood, Ohio; 
Capt. Robert Hite, Earth, Texas; 
Lt. William G. Farrow, Darling- 
ton. S. C.; Lt. George Barr, Long 
Island, N. Y.; Sgt. Harold Spatz, 
Leboe, Kan., and Sgt. Jacob De 
Shazer, Madras, Ore. 

We had a chance to do a lot of 
talking on the train, for we were 
on it until the next day, June 17. 
We talked about our treatment 
and how we probably were being 
sent to an internment camp. 

Most of the fellows had receiv- 
ed the same kind of torture I’d 
taken, but Lt. Hallmark got a va- 
riation. He said they had put 
straps on his legs and arms and 
pulled them until he thought his 
joints were coming apart. 

When the train reached the coast 
we were transferred to a boat and 
we landed in Shanghai on June 
19. It was a rough trip. There was 
a storm and everyone else on the 
boat was provided with life pre- 
servers except us. We were hand- 
cuffed. 

BLINDFOLDED AGAIN 


At Shanghai, we were blind- 


folded and taken to the “Bridge 
House” which was also known as |

the “Butcher Shop.” 
named. We were put in a cell 


about 10 feet deep and 15 feet, 


wide, along with 18 other men and 
women prisoners of every conceiv- 
sbie nationality. 

A Jap and a Chinese were on 
the floor, nearly dead from dysen- 
tery. It was impossible to sleep. 
We simply leaned against each oth- 
other and tried to rest. Sanitation 
facilities were non-existent. 

The heat was terrific and this 
brought bugs and fleas of every 
Gescription. The Japs made no 
effort to clean up the cell. 

At the end of three days, how- 
ever, the other 18 prisoners were 
moved and we had the place to 
ourselves. We remained here for 
67 more days without exercise, 
without a chance to wash our- 
selves. 

All of us had diarrhea and Hall- 
mark finally came down with the 
Gread dysentery. 

The food was awful. 
morning we got some tepid water 
which had been poured off rice. 
There were generally a few ker- 
mels of rice and always a few 
worms swimming around in it. 
We also got a small cup of un- 
sweetened tea. 

At noon we got one-third of a 
16-ounce loaf of bread and the 
same thing for supper. 

TALKING PRESERVES SANITY 

I think we would have gone 
gtark mad if it were not for the 
opportunity to talk. Even so, we 
had to be careful. The guards 
cidn’t like prisoners to talk. 
They'd beat the other prisoners 
every day for talking. 

When the Chinese prisoners got 
a beating they’d drop to their 
knees and start screaming. It 
wasn't a pretty sound. 

We talked plenty. We used to 
talk about football and baseball 

nd things we'd done in our 

lives, and we talked about food. 
Brother, how we talked about 
food. We'd plan meals we’d order 
if we ever got out—thick, juicy 
steaks and plenty of pie and ice 
cream, e 

And we talked a lot, too, about 
God and religion. We never tried 


For once I wasn’t blindfolded. 


to hold any religious services, but 
we talked a lot about religion, A 
fellow thinks a lot about God at 
ila time like that. 

| When you are living a normal 
life you sometimes are too busy 
for religion, but we had plenty 
of time. And we developed the 
feeling that God was awfully im- 
portant. 

NIGHTMARE—WITH RATS 

Those 70 days in that cell were 
just one long nightmare. I remem- 
ber the rats particularly. We 
maintained a guard at night to 
keep them from biting us. They’d 
craw] into our cell, big fellows and 
awfully bold. 

We didn’t try to kill them be- 
cause we were afraid they’d crawl 
away and die, and that would 
make the stench worse, 

One big female rat had a lot of 
little ones and we used to watch 
them crawling around. 

On Aug. 28, 1942, we were trans- 
ferred from Bridge House to the 
civic center in Shanghai. We had 
our courts-martial there and we 


‘lremained at the civic center until 


April 17, 1943. 

Our first court-martial was a 
farce. We didn’t know what was 
going on and the Japs refused to 
interpret for us. It occurred Aug. 
28, the day we were moved from 
Bridge House. It was a sunny, 
Pleasant day. 

We were handcuffed and moved 
by truck. Lt. Hallmark was on 
a stretcher because he was so 
weak from dysentery. 

Hallmark was a big fellow, 6 
feet one inch tall, and normally 
he weighed 200 pounds, but he 
didn’t weigh more than 150 that 
day. 

COURT-MARTIAL 


We were taken into a large 
courtroom. The chief military 
judge was a man about 50 years 
old. He was baldheaded and wore 
glasses down at the end of his 
nose. 

Twelve other officers made up 
the court. Four of them wore 
black wigs. 

They laid Lt. Hallmark on the 
floor on his stretcher. The flies 
buzzed around and covered his 
face. He was too weak to brush 


In the | 


them away. We wanted to help 
him, but we couldn’t. 

Lt. Barr got so weak he keeled 
over and the Japs brought a chair 
‘for him. The rest of us managed 
'to stand, but the room was swim- 
ming in front of me and I had a 
hard time keeping my balance. 

The trial lasted an hour. An 
interpreter told us to give a brief 
history of our lives from the time 
we were in high school. Each one 
of us mumbled our stories, but we 
were so weak that we had to re- 
peat many times. The chief judge 
kept staring at us, but the others 
seemed bored. 


SENTENCE NOT REVEALED 


After that the judge read a long 
statement which the interpreter 
said was our sentence. 

“What is it?” I asked him. He 
smirked, 

“The judge has ordered that 
you not be told of your sentence,” 
he said. 

Then we were taken back to in- 
dividual cells. 

I saw them carry Dean Hall- 
mark out on his stretcher and that 
is the last we ever saw of him. 
|An interpreter told us later that 
he was taken back to Bridge House 
instead of a cell in the civic center. 
God knows what became of him.

Big Five Trade 


Treaty Views 
With Romania 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—(#)—The 
Big Five council of foreign minis- 
ters announced tonight that views 
had been exchanged on “the gen- 
eral principles” of peace treaties 
with Romania—the first of the 
Balkan countries to be discussed 


—and with Finland. 

A communique at the end of to- 
day’s second session said the Brit- 
ish and Soviet delegations had sub- 
mitted proposals for both treaties. 
The United States, never at war 
with Finland, submitted only con- 
siderations for writing the peace 
with Romania. 

Soviet proposals were taken as 
a basis for discussion of both 
treaties. 

The Finnish question was dis- 
cussed at the morning session, 
with Russia and Britain, the only 
members of the Big Five who are 
signatories to the Finnish armis- 
tice, carrying the ‘weight of the 
deliberations. These were regard- 
ed as concerning primarily a mat- 
ter of procedure, since main ter- 
ritorial and reparation issues were 
defined in the armistice, 


The fact that the Big Five were 
discussing the Romanian peace 
pact indicated the ministers were 
tackling the thorny problems of 
the Balkans, including treaties 
with Bulgaria and Hungary, 

It was learned that American 
Advisor John Foster Dulles had 
not yet made up his mind on ac- 
ceptance of a request from Secre- 
tary of State James F. Byrnes to 
tour Europe to gather an inde- 
pendent report for the state de- 
partment, 

Dulles said that whether he 
would make the trip depended on 
how long the Big Five meeting 
lasted. He said he would not visit 
Moscow or the Balkans if he de- 
cided to go, but only Germany, 
Italy, Poland, Austria and France. 

It was considered unlikely that 
the Big Five would get any far- 
ther with the Balkan problem 
than hearing the views of the 
various delegations, particularly 
the American, British and Russian.

MARIETTA, Ga., Sept. 20—All 
dogs in the area of South Gordon 
road between Queens store and 
Pisgah heights have been quaran- 
tined for a 60-day period. 

In clamping down the above 
quarantine, Dr. J. E. Lester, Cobb 
county commissioner of health, 
said a rabid dog had run amok 
in this area and as a result one 
person is taking antirabies treat- 
ment: and two cows have had to 
be destroyed. 

Dr. Lester said Dr. John MT. 
Riddle, veterinarian, is planning 
an inoculation clinic at the River- 
side school near the vicinity, in 
the near future. Schedule for the 
clinic will be announced later, 
Lester said. 

According to the commissioner, 
several dogs have been exposed 
in that neighborhood and there 
has been a definite test which 
showed rabies.
